COBBLER RESCUE 


On Tuesday morning, 13th April, at 5 am. A.Slack and I got word 
that an injured climber was lying on tha Coobler with a broken leg. 
Ve lost no time and within half an hour we weve sitting with F,Wyllie 
and R, Baxter in a car on our way to Arrochor which we reached av 7, 
At tha Police Station were J Hamil tor and NoTenaiant and in 2 few 
minutes we were off with the stretcher sud equipment, the police 
Sergeant accompanying us although ne had already been up. - 


We carried the stretcher in relays of two, finding it ver easy 
to handle, while the eszgeant explained that the injured man was 
lying in the Ramshesad Guiiy. En route we decided that J,Hamilton 
was to be leader as he had most exporience, and that NY ,Temant was 
to administer first aid, his cualification being the doubtful one . 
that he sounded the most professional. My only knowledge af first 
aid was what. T had lesrmed nů two lectures in the clubroome and I 
wag no exception in the west of the company, : | 


At the foct of Ramshead Gully we encountered the men from the 
Torpedo Range who had been unable to reach the climber but who had 
stayed within earshot all night. Currie was lying on the ledge from 
which thet pitch of the Recess route called the Fold starts, Fe 
seemed quite cheerful but very pleased to 608 us since it was 8 a.m. 
and he had been there since 7 pom, the previous night. He was soon 
having tea and sandwiches while N.Tennant administered a morphia 
injection and we then set about the task of bringing him down,

First the awkward bask of fitting the Thomas splint was tackled, 
This was not as simple 3s it looked when demonstruted in the first 
aid lecture but eventually we got it fixed, The stratcher ws 
brought along to within ¿0 fest of the spot and we manhandled 
Currie slong the narrow ledge until we could strap him into it, 
well wrapped in blankets, Ropes were passed under his armpits. to 
pr event him sliding off the stretcher "9 it would have to bo lowers 
ed almost porpmdlculurly at somo plac., Two lowerang ropes were 
fixed and another for J.Hamilton who undartook tha job of landing. 


Herosbouts we had about 100 f2et to descend to tha bottom. 30 
faat of this was almost perp mdicular and at times tha lowering 
ropes took the strain of both stretchor and leader, We ware very 
thankful to maka use of a piton thoughtfully provided by N,Tennant 
and driven in at a conveniant point, Loosa stones ware a menace and 
haavy ruin did not help matters, but oventuslly wo reached tha 
grassy Blopes bol ow, | ix | 


Hera the going was ened ar, but disc overing that tha patient was 
occasionally being emack od by 9 boulder, we were fore 2d to be more 
csraful in our handling of him, 


Wo kapt a staady paca to the road, but hsd to bodily carry the 
stretcher for the last 100 yardo 26 the joumey was now baginning to 
tell on Currie, Prass photographers were running «around us for the 
last few yards and as wa 921] took a dim view of their activities we 
let them know it, bofore nie sap the stretcher into the ambulanca 
Which was wai ting. 


We were all sosked through and wero thankful for the hot tea and 
firo provided by the renga workers who with tha police sergeant ways 
at all times helpful and did ovarything in their power to help, even 
giving a hand with tha etretchor after having been out all night, 


Ono or two points now come to mind from which others may benefit. 


1. Our knowledge of first aid was nil, We, I think, more by 
good luck than guidanco, did the right thing as the doctor 
commended us on the condition of the pataont, 


2, The straps for holding the patiant were too long to make 
proper use of the buckles and we had to improvise, while the 
side carrying straps ahould bo a trifle longer, On the 
whole the stretcher was found to be 2xcellent weee light 
and 2asily run over the wet grass, 


3. A few pitons, carabiners and rope slings are mighty handy 
when step rock facas hove to be nagotist2d, 


As far as we could gather the accident was due to the cold wet 
rocks and the late hour of climbing, 7 p.m. in April is in my 
opinion rathor late especially if it is wet,

The island of Rhum is forbidden to tomrists, but since the 
Pravention of Cruelty Act, no cra having ones gained a footing 
therson,jomayn ite forcibly of sogedio A pariy of us lended there on 
July 1946, but for Soveral cord goasons I do not propose to make 
public: our: way: of: getting thera. Let te say that we copied Sinbad 
and flow over on a roc, A big powerful roc sse for our party 
comprised Duncan MeGeoch 2 years old,. Dorothy Nimlin S$ Bili Walker 
Dave Fasson, Bon Humble, Pater and Chris McGeoch, John and Jennia 
Nimlin, and our mountainous baggaga inludad four tents, ranging from 
n *tinker! to a baby marques, soven hafty rucksacks aná a prami 


Wo landed at noon on a fresh sunny day and found a porfoct camp 
sito on the shores of Scrasort Bay. A lavel sward of short grass 
haifecircled by a wood of pina and aldor Overlooking a pebble beach, 
Above the wood rose the grem foothills, and bayond than, portly 
Veiled in mist, locmed the unknown mountains, | pi 


Uur total food supply wos whet we carried in our rucksacks, All 
reserves had been sent direct to Glen Brittle, and in three days we 
would join the Sosy fishing boat for the crossing to Sky. We 
therefore had two full days and the two half days of our arrival and 
departure in which to explore the island, but, as luck would have it 
our two full days were spent in camp listening to the incessant pate 
tering of rain, Thus, my hurried impressions of this fascinating 
island were gained on two strmuous half-day visits to the mountains

On the afternoon of that first day, Dave, Peter, Ban and myself 
set out for Barkeval, and the first impression was gained from the 
Slopes above Coire Dubh on tha norta sido of tha mountain, Below us 
in the wide, green corrio, there was a pich patchwork. of sunshine 
and shadow, and a cluster of tiny hili Lochane kopt flashing from 
grey to blue ané silver in tve changing light.. | 


The hillside above was nav broken hy am ‘exoanes of terraced Crags 
all lined like a great rock gardan with cushions of mountain plants, 
and our way, was full of iniaraot tto the summit which is just under 
2,000 foot, Tha view from tiie: top commands all the main peaks on 
the island, and despite the mist, which was down to nearly 2,000 feet 
it was a very striking Scene, We could s22 a wide saddle linking 
our peak with Allivel,. and the Long serrated rideo between Allival 
and Askival -:;Boyond them; end severed by the deep trough of Glen 
Dibidil, was the separate massif of Trallval, Ashval and Sgurr nan 
Giliean, 4 ! k 


We headed across for the rocky cone of Allival, and leaving Ben 
to make the complete ascent, the rest of us contoured round to the 
north ridge of Agkival, This is a fine mountin feature, and we 
Climbed over rock towers and slender aretes composad of axcall ent 
gore, Un Lis west side,. t ©, the ridge has enough urd imbed 
grooves and cracks to fill 2 guideebock, although few of the courses 
would exc 32ed 150 feet of continuous rock, and on its oast side, 
overl ooking Coiro Ghrunnd, the ridge is regrettably accessibla by 
fairly easy grass gullies, 


The summit of Askival, 2,899 PAR, le the highest point on Rhum, 
but we Were again denied an extensive view by the persistent mist, 
and when Ben rejoined us we descended into Coire Ghrunnc, This le 
one of the most attractive corries I have ever seen, and a splendid 
setting for a mountain comp. It has all the best features of a 
corrio «e 2 splendid outward view of 809, island and distant mountains, 
a finely situated lochan and a range of stsep crag which sweeps down 
from the summit of Allival, Ae we picked our way through the boulders 
en route for camp, 9 red flush cama over the mists and portendea the 
broko weather which was to keep us campebvound for the next two days, 


On the morning of the lost doy the sunbeams. wore filtering through 
the trees aná dancing on the canvas, Fortified by an egg and a slice 
of owead, the last of the rotions, I loft the sleeping camp in the 
wake of Dave and Ben, In eix and a half hours I hoped to cover the 
more dig tant TroallvaleSgurr non Gillean group.snd return in tino for 
the fishing boat, 


The rainebended graso, the lochan and the tumbling burns of Coire 
Ghrunnd all sparkled in the eaciv sun and many herds of eor 
stom» aded up tha hilleides proving, beyond doubt, that Dave and Ben 
were off on some ciher voute, T crossed a col at 1700 fest between 
Askival and Bein nan Stac and contoured along the rough wastern 
flank af Askivul toBonlach an Ole, which only cost me 250 feet of- 
descents The barlach, which lies in the very he?et of Rhum's 
mountains, wae flooded in sunlight 28 were the wild recesses of 
Glen Dividil at my foot, but there was no time for contemplation =- 
I have never travelled to a stricteb timetsble and I started tie 
stop scant into the miste of Tralival, 


The slopes became 1 wildemess of slabe snd broken crag much 
magnified by the drifting mists, and some intensive raite-finding 
was necessary to foma a way up the broaching gullies and chimneys, 
At last the cairn loomed up, and I took anew bearing to the south, 
This presented an equslly steep descent to the deep notch of 
Ronineh on Fhuorain at 1650 feat, Here, on the narrow crest of the 
noteh, Iheará a faint call from the opposing side of Glen Dibidal 
where Dave and Ben were climbing Askival, Hera too, I got my most 
memorable impre¢sion of ium, a glimpse perhaps, of Tir nan Og ~- 
tha land of Hesrt'a Desire. @ tne west, the mist lifted like the 
edge of a curtain to reversal a waste of blue sea with foam crested 
breakers creaming over a crescant of golden sand, It was like a 
Gream picture with its frame of eun-suffused vapotr, and dream-like 
it was whisked away in the next swirl of mist. : 


I turned now to the high rock rib supporting this side of Ashval 
and ascended. several hundred foet of fine gabbro which narrowed to 
a very elender arete, This wae the moct exhilarating part of the 
day's climbing and the arete perejeted to close on the summit where 
it mergod with the turf ledges balow the cairn at 2,552 feet. 


Beyond this caim there aro two gentle dips which mark the twin 
Laps of Sgurr nan Gillean end for nearly 9 mile the way lies over 
a carpet of short turf, a welcane contrast to the stony wastes of 
the surrounding slopes. I did no more than glance at the cairn on 
the highest top 2,50 feet, before starting the consistently steep/ 


« 8 m 
/8t00p descent of-the Dibidil slopes, This course involved me in 
much zig-zag traversing to avoid alabs and outcrops, but eventually 
T came out of the mist and vrensnead the fot of the glen, T would. 
number the view from nera aa me of the Finest in Scotiand, The 
lonely glen lined with impressive mum Laine Sand guarde] Uy Nier gos 
cliffs alive withs mowing gullies oné on ¿be tnreehold the empty shell 
of Dibidil cottage which ompnasizes the air of desolation, 


T had an hour in hand when I took to the track for Loch Scresort, 
On a map, this track is 5 miles long ~~ in actual fagi tete 6 
miles, but in practice it takes Qa hours of very fast trameing vo 
cover ite wavy course, Wich goes 18 high as 750 fest above the Sound 
of Rhum. 1 arrived in camp an hour and a half behind schedule but, 
as one might expect from enlightened people, the Soay men were 
stretched out on the sunny grass drinking tea and never for a 
moment thinking of such daft things as timetables, 


We left this delightful island with genuine regret, There was 80 
much we had not seen and even Skye seemed like an anti -climax by 
comparison, Rhum has 2 most distinctive atmosphere which is more 
easy to appreciate than to defina, Freguently in our mountain 
bravels we come across landscapes which remind us of other familiar 
scenas, but in Rhum there is a sense of continuous novel ty,: 
Poseibly the place names and other Norse associations sre in part 
responsible for this smse of uniqueness, for with names like 
Trallval, Askiwal Papadil one feels that the odd Gaelic name, like 
Sgurr nan Gillean, is a foreign intrusion, 


It is amusing to record that tha Scotbien Tourist Board had 
originally listed the Isle of Rhum as A tourist attractim, An 
obvious error but, one hopes, an- uni ting- prephecy,

ITALIAN'S PEAK 


As we retired, there was a certain doubt sbout the quality of the 
weather, The days had been 80 het lately that we felt a thunder: 
storm must be gathering somewhere, 


We were awak med, however, as prearranged, and we saw bright stars 
to guide us up the hill, Not being as ye t acclimatised to hut ways, 
wo thought in terms of breskfaet oven though it was only a little 
aftor 4 a.m. and the guardian smiled as we handed him macaroni, He 
obediently cooked it for us, thereby wasting a precious half hour, 
so that as we set off just before 5 a,m, it was almost light enough 
to 808 without the use of a torch, | 


At the top of the familiar maorino, we passed an abandoned candle 
lentern so that-we know. there was a party about an hour ahead of us 
and as We moved on to the glacier we saw them, a long line of black 
figures snaking across the snow high up near the col, They looked 
ghostly in that early light; a long way ahead, and we cursed our 
foolishness in requiring such a substantial breakfast, 


(We tried hará to make up’ time, ‘The angle Was. gasy And we had/

/nad a walletrodden track to follow so that we guessed there 
were many ahead of us, Numerous wide crevasses at this point 
called for caution and a circuitous route, especially as soft snow 
masked thom, | | | 


In two murs we stood just below the bergschrund or rimage and 
restad before crossing the snow-bridge to the showt ice wall beyond, 
Above the snow was a steep arete and as we had no crampons we 
selected the rock for speed. This was easy but inclined to be 
loose, 80, though we climbed togethex we did not try to hurry 
Nevertheless, as we continued , we overtook the rearguard of the 
swarm ahead of us consisting of three men, a girl, and u, Bonheur, a 
guide, The girl wes quite pale from her exertions and electos to 
remain on the shoulder while her companions continued along the 
ridge to the summit. Sha had a few words of English and some 
chocolate which was much appreciated, 


After a short vest and chat with Miss Schneeburger we followed 
the guide at a respectrul distance along the everenarrowing ridge, 
At first we avoided Gnotnoles or. the left or on the right, but after 
a few hundred yards there resyod a terrifying gendarme of rock up 
which we watched a climber stmvegie and pant his legekicking way. 
At last it came our tum to repeat his performance, but as usual, 
the anticipation was worge than the realisation for by A process 
employing three fairly easy mantelshelves, the razor edged top of. 
the gendarme was reached, 


Here the difficulty wos lack of space so we had to clambar over 
ono another in order to get down the far side of this niry pinnacle 
by creaping off two superimpos ed mantelshelves. Beyond this point 
the ridge was sensationally narrow but the rock was so good that 
avery stəp was shecr pleasure and an ever-widening view seamed to 
promise ali Switzeclaud from the summit, 


Though the sus shana from a cloudless sky wo were now well Above 
12,000 feat and alignt Hast 2r3020 caused us to don extra clothing 
which had seamed‘useless two hours ago, Particularly was: the 
coolness riots] ween wa travers ad below the next gendarme, 1 huge 
syhinx of 4 Yellow with its face set stemly sgainet our invasion, 
The ridge steapened bit retained ite narrow character 26 it 
approached the final gendarme ves A hig square boss straight up the 
facá of which the route threaded its way, 


A party was now descending it and the time was so late that we 
heitatod for a moment ~- should we go back, Luckily we continued 
and in a very shori times we were on the summit wi th a large and 
cosmowolitan crowd, An Englishmen came un the ridge from Zermatt, 
some Trench people arrived slong the Southern ridge and Swiss were 
overywhere, but the most picturesque character was an old bearded. 
Italian who applauded our every action and clattered about the | 
rocks in crampons, | oe 


After a pleasant 20 minutes spont digesting lunch and admi ring 
the Gran Paradiso which the old Italian pointed out to us, we 
started the descent, On the shoulder we again encountored isa 
Schneeburger, but not the pale lass we had left sane Hours ago, 


r 9 | 
Instead she was bright pink with sunburn and anticipated little 
slaep that night, | 


Fron the rocks we passed with misgiving to the snow again for it 
was now late afternoon and tha snow was vary soft, However, the 
snow brides held and though our feet occasionally disappenred into 
hidden crevasses on the glacièr our bodies naver quite followed and 
so before long wa strods on to tha moraine and unroped, We stood 
there coiling our rope and surveyed our peak, the Zinal Rothorn, 

No word was spoken but we felt it was "OUR" peak now -~e and the

IRELAND 


Inover thought that Ireland would ever have appaalad tome 18 a 
place for a climbing holiday after having sem the grandeur of tha 
Alps, the fine rok buttresses of Wales, and our own rugged mountairs 
Yet the map showed County Kerry to have a good range of mountains 
‘Where, no doubt, rock climbs, made mora inviting by being unknown, 
were doubtless to be found, 


Arriving ot Killarnoy, we stocked the larder with plentiful food, 
and hirod a car which took us to tha Gap of Dunloe, 7 miles, There 
we found a good camp spot with a natural swimming pool, and five 
minutes away, Kate Carney's Inn, where the closing hours were 
unrestricted, The Gap ' of Dunloe is lika Glencoe in miniature, 
Steep rocky walls on oither side rise for 1,000 feat and drop again 
to the upper Lake of Killarney, On one side are the MoGillicuddy 
Racks and on the other, tha Purple Mountains. We traversed the 
whole range and found the ridges very narrow in places, reminding 
us of A'Chir in Arran, but with not a singla nail mark to be seen, 


Wa also visited Carranton Hill 3,414 fost, the highost mountain 
in Ireland, best approached through the Hag's Glen where there are . 
some. fina rock pinnacles called the Hag's Teeth ond some very dop 
little lochs, The only easy ascent is by the Devil's Staircass, A. 
deep~cut gully of 1,000 feet leading to a bealach from which an 
easy slope leads to the summit, On the N.W. face of the mountain 
there sre some fine rock ridges and faces which, I am sure, if 
axploited, would prove to be a new climbing ground, Unfortunately 
we found our camp tao far away er. 7% miles «e to really do much, but 
intend, on some future occasion, to hire ponies and camp in the 
Hag!'s Glen, Ponies here erè numoreus and can be hired cheaply., 
Paraffin would require to be taken as there is no wood in the glen, 
but no more than a mile away, plonty of milk and eggs and a warm 
welcome can be got from the local inhabitants, 


We lat>r continued over th? hills and down by the lakas to 
Dinnis Gottare in the Natural Park where the gsmekesper is very 
fwiendly disposed to climbers and allows camping, This is at the 
mooting of tha Waters of Killamoy, A narrow gorge where the water 
rushes through at high speed, making the handling of a boat a 
tricky business, The Tore Mountain is quite near at hand and the 
district is reputed to be a rock-climbing one but we had no time 
for exploration, One day, however, I hope "to cross again the seas 
to Ireland" and taste again the delights of now discovery.

In the course of recent discussion on Mountain Huts it has become 
abundantly claar that this club's ideas on what cams titutos adequate 
mountain shelter differs considerably from that gonerally accepted 
by many others. In the present period of scarcity 1% may well be 
that our more modest needs can still be met, and sn exsmination of 
the problem may help. | ER boy 


Last summer, while occupying the Bohwarzegg Nut above Grindelwald 
in Switzerland, five of us were thrown on ovr own resources to pass 
the tima during a period of bad weather, Having extracted the last 
ounce of mue ament from a tattered copy of "Men Only" and finding the 


pending ef tha Bible in German Heavy goine, we frequently s tepp ad 


outeida ewathad in diankate to watch tha play of sun and shower on 
thy Higa Ye 


The hut iteelf offered much of interest, having weathered the 
storms of over thraequorters of 9 century, being one of the old ast 
in the Swiss Alps. It is Some 15 foot square and tie main materiale 
of conetruction lie scattered in the screes around. Only a judicious 
choice was nocosgary to find suitable stone, Timber and roofing — 
materivls must pf course, bosn brought from the valieye The interior 
appointments: aro of the simplest. A raised platform avout 2 foot 
from tha floor ond roughly 7 foot from back to front occupies the 
rear of the building. A covering of straw má a string of blankets 
sufficiently indicate ite purpose. In 2 more humid climate these aro 
probably not advisable ae both abgorb moisture falo y readily. Some 
a1tomative mattress could possibiy ba supplied and sleeping bags 
carried as ¿e our custom. Tho remaining space 18 taken wp by A table 
sang benches, 4 oupbosrd of crockery ard a 808. in varest cutline 
that saang to me to be the ideal mountain hw, | 


Tmagine the use of such a hut in the Rides Corrie or Corre nan 
Loch, This area, rich in climbs, couí“ be exioyedé much more | 
tnorouchly ná if a etay of more than cre ri atm da touiecd, ¿18 
advántagas are 911 the more obvious, Proaoó rrom ¿ne necessity of 
carrying tent, groundsheet, crockery, stave, ote. te transporting 
of skis, for instance, would be facilitated and advan taga could be 
taken of the very excellent epring snow which lies in these corri os. 
This apart, late evening and. early morning are times which often 603 
the mountains at their best, So simply furmished and in such a spot, 
the hut could be left open so that access could ba gained at any time 
without the irksome necessity of making prior arrangements, In the 
avent of accident, the provision of shelter at such 2 place would be 
of invalusbla assistance to rescued and rescuers alike, 


The question of ways aná means is, as usual, the most serious, 
The materials theme slyes c ald be procured for comparativaly little, 
The problem of labour could only be tackled by some voluntary system, 
In many of the Swies Districts, maintenance work is done by volunte or 
from the many sections of the Swiss Alpine Club who carry out the 
work at weekends of holidays, — 


The problem is abig and somewhat frightening one but like all 
such problems it becomes simpler on closer study, Perhaps the 
“Lomonds" may yet set the fashion in Mountodn huss.
